Washington.—The “big five” powers
made further progress in their final
revision of the naval treaty but em-
countered a difference of opinion when
they came to lay down rules for the
scrapping of the proscribed battle-
ships.

aly indlcating a similar attitude. Great
Britain and Japan withheld assent,
however, the suggestion being made

Washington.—War department of-
ficials look forward to an early com-
clusion of the megotiations they have
been conducting with private interests
for the lease, purchase and operation
of the government's mitrate and water-
power projects at Muscle Shoals, Ala.,
or a declsion for their retemtion by
the government in the event mone of
the proposals recelved is found ac-
ceptable to the department or to con-
greas.

M. Briand's intention to resign was
walounced to the chamber at the close
of his hour's speech, The announce
ment came as an entire surprisd, as
he had apparently won the sympathy
of the chamber, His colleagues of the
cabinet were filled with amazemenl
at his sudden determination. M
Briand, after making his announce
ment, lgft the chamber alone. The
members of the cabinet followed as
soon as they had recovered from their
surprise.

Washington.—With the naval treaty
virtually completed, the arms dele
gates are preparing to turn the con
ference spotlight on BShantung, ap
parently in the hope that a settlement
of that controversy may make it eas-
ler to go ahead with other trouble
some problems of the far east

It now is the expectation in conm
ference circles that during the mext
few days, and probably untll a de
clslon is reached, the Bhantung
nogotiations will bave right of way
while discusslons of other far east
ern subjects remain at a standstill
So far the Shantung exchanges:
have taken place between the _
Japanese and Chinese alone, with
American and British observerns
present, but the next phase of the
conference program is expected at
least to concentrate upon the proh
lem the friendly interest of all the
governments represented here.

At their meeting the Japanese and
Chinese groups reached an agreement
for opening up the entire Kioa-Chow
leased teritory to foreign trade and
they are to take up others of the

storation of the leasehold to Chima

In the naval negotlations only a
fow detalls, considered more or less
perfunctory, remain to be arranged.
An agreement has been reached re
gardlng methods of scrapping, under
which discarded battleships may be
converted in some cases into airplane
carrlers and training ships, and a
final settlement relating to Paclfic for
tifications awaits a reply expected
from Tokio.

If present plans dgvelop, the final
'draft of the naval treaty will be laid'
bhefore the full naval committee thie
week ahd will be publicly announced
at a plenary session of the conference
a few days later.
